To the Citizens of Southboro: 


1. For 1937 the amount which was set aside in the 
Reserve Fund was $3,000.00, the same amount as for 
1936. As the Town Accountant’s report shows, the 
amount which was transferred from. the Fund was 
$1,231.18, leaving a balance of $1,768.82. Included 
in the transfers were $505.56 for W.P.A. work, and 
$300.00 for Public Welfare. The other transfers were 
for various Departments and were comparatively 
small. In view of the large balance in the Fund, iv 
is the reaction of the Committee that the showing for 
1937 should be regarded as very satisfactory. 


2. The Advisory Committee ‘deems it advisable 
again to submit, for those to whom it may not be clear, 
a tabulation to show for the preceding year (1937), 


(1) the amounts which were expended by certain De-. 


partments;, (2) income which would be credited to 
those Departments were it legal, but instead has been 
placed in‘the general cee (3) the net cost to the 
Town.

8. The Advisory Committee calls attention. to the 
marked decrease in the amount requested and recom- 
mended for 1938 under: Item 10—Police Department, 
by comparison with the expenditure for 1937. In ex- 
planation thereof, the Committee understands that it 
is the reaction of the Board of Selectmen that there 


_ should no longer be a regular police officer, but in- 


_stead there should be a certain number of men who 


would serve as special officers, when, as and if, occa- 
sions arise, as the services of the State Police are 
available at all times. Thé Committee, therefore, has 
based its recommendation for 1938, upon the decision

of the Selectmen, after making due allowance for the 


‘present set-up of the Police Department for the ore 


three months of the year. 


4. The amount which is pegiested and recommend- 
ed under Item 12, Fire Department Salaries, shows lit- 
tie change from 1937. The recommendation of the 
Board of Selectmen, however, is that the salary of one 
captain shall be increased from $35.00 to $65.00 per 
annum, and the salary of every private shall be $50.00 — 
a year instead of $25.00 (the amount which the pri- 
vate in Company No. 2, and the private in No. 3, have 
received). In view of the increase, .it is the under- 
standing of the Committee that the Selectmen plan 
to put into effect a new regulation relative to compul- 


. sory attendance on the part of the members of the 


Fire Department, and it is also the understanding of 
the Committee that the decision of the Selectmen is 
that one captain and a few privates are to be dropped 
from the payroll. Consequently, the Advisory Com- 
mittee, in making its recommendation, has had in mind 
the present set-up of the Fire Department, the neces- 
sary adustment to and from April 1 this year and the 
proposed set-up, as determined by the Selectmen. 


5. In 1937 there was an unavoidable increase in the 
tax rate by contrast with the reduction of $2.90 per 
$1,000.00 of valuation in 1936. While with respect 
to the tax rate in 1938, it is impossible at this time to 
make.a definite forecast (since the Committee does 
not know the amount of the tax which the Town must 
pay to the State or the amount of the estimated in- 
come to the Town), nevertheless it is very possible, in 
spite of a sizable increase in the amount for Public 
Welfare, as well as Old Age Assistance, that if the 
voters of the Town are in accord with.the recommend- 
ations of the Committee not only under Article 3, but 
also under the other Articles, an increase, if any, will

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FOURTH: ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING 
BOARD 


The Planning Board of the Town of Southborough 
held one Public Meeting, and its regular monthly meet- 
ings (summer months excluded), throughout the year 
of 1938. 


For financial statement, please see Auditor’s Report. 


_At the annual meeting, held on March 14th, the 
matter of the acceptance of the Zoning Law was again 
_ postponed by a vote of 134 to 96. Two hundred and 
thirty voters, out of an estimated assembly of 500 peo- 
ple, decided the question. These figures showed very 
conclusively that a large majority of the voters were 
either uninformed or misinformed as to this impor- 
tant matter. Consequently your planning board has 
deemed itself justified in continuing its efforts to se- 
cure the passage of this law in a somewhat modified 
form. For the convenience of those who may not have 
last year’s report at hand we would point out briefly, 
that the purpose of this by-law is to make living in 
this town as satisfactory as possible to all of its citi- 
zens. To accomplish this the town is divided into 
three districts, called, Residential, Business and In- 
dustrial Zones. Each district allows a number of 
specified activities to exist, according to the purpose 
of that district. No present uses or activities in any 
of the three districts are in any way affected by this 
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by-law, nor will they be so long as they continue to 
exist as at. present. In the future, however, new ac- 
tivities in the districts will be regulated by the by-law. 
To carry out these regulations for the best interests . 
of all concerned, a Building Inspector is provided. 
Any one wishing to engage in a new activity in any of 
these districts would secure a permit from him. A 
Board of Appeals is established to hear the complaints 
of those who wish to appear before them. This Board 
of Appeals. has power to make decisions which are 
exceptions to this by-law. 


While the language of this proposed zoning: by-law 
may seem complicated to some, we can simply say; 
that by-laws must be written in legal language in or- | 
der that they may secure the approval of the Attorney 
General. _* 3 , 


In order that Southborough, already a beautiful 
town, may continue to retain its present beauty and 
advantages, and that future development may lead 
to further improvement, we urge the adoption of this 
by-law at the coming March meeting. -°

-The first two items have been accepted and will 
come in at any time. We are working on the last 
- three items and they will undoubtedly be in our Treas- 
ury within the next month or two. 


In 1937 this Department helped forty-seven families 
with Welfare Aid; in 1938 this Department helped fif- 
_ ty-eight families, ranging in number from one to ten: 
in a family. In 19387 this Department took charge of 
forty-eight people for Old Age Assistance; ‘in 1938 - 
the number was sixty- -seven. We now have sixty open 
- cases, having lost seven by death or transfer to other 
places. 


This Department has again taken charge of the ap- _ 
plication and certification of all people working on 
-W-P.A. on projects which have been worked up and 
obtained by the Board of Selectmen and the W.P.A. 


i 
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Co-ordinator, Mr. George Mooney. The projects are 
Road Construction, School Grounds, Playground in 
Southville and Hurricane Restoration. The number 
employed has averaged from thirty to forty-six of our 


' Town.men. The following report has been given us 


by the Statistical Department of the W.P.A. in Boston. 
Amount Expended for Labor on W.P.A.. 


Projects in Southboro : $23,033.64 
Amount Expended for Southboro Men in 
Southboro and other Towns combined $28,775.00 


In 1937 the amount expended for labor on W.P.A. 
projects was about $7,000.00. : 


‘In-addition to W.P.A. projects the Federal Govern- 
ment, through its Commissary Department at Fram- 
ingham, has supplied to persons in Southborough about 
$2,000.00 worth of food and clothing. The names of 
people entitled to receive food and clothing. are fur- 
nished the Commissary by the Board Public Welfare. 


’ This Board has no jurisdiction over the kinds of food 


or Clothing or the quantity of them. We pay a pro- 
portionate share of the distribution in this neighbor- 
hood. We respectfully call the attention of the people 
of Southborough to the figures submitted. When these 
figures are taken in conjunction with our own Town’s 


expenditure for Welfare, Old Age Assistance and 


Mother’s Aid we feel there is reason for grave con- . 
cern for the future if Government Aid were withdrawn. 


We cannot allow this annual Report to end without 
calling the-.attention of the Town to what we consider 
an irreparable loss to this Department and to the Town 
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_.of Southborough. This-loss‘is the resignation of Mr. 
Albert’ Beaton from this-Board. He served Southbor- 
ough faithfully, ably and loyally for nineteen years, 
both in respect to his concern for the cost to the tax- 

‘payer and to the person who needed aid. He did this 
in these later years of increased ‘activity in this De-

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


In accordance with the town by-laws, the Board of 
Selectmen submit the annual report.. We have held . 
- twenty-four regular and..eight specia] meetings. 


At the first meeting the usual appointments were 
made. Additional appointments have been made dur- 
ing the year when necessary. We were sorry to lose 
Mr. Charles Fairbanks, as Clerk of the Board, as he 
had served faithfully. Mr. T. F. Fitzgerald was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. 


Highway work has been carried on, as in the Bast, 
under the direct supervision of- the State engineers. 
Approximately the same amount. of money has been 
expended.as in previous years..: Our Chapter 90 Con- 
struction work on Central: Street ‘has been disrupted, 
due to the hurricane, and will not be completed until 
this spring. 


In regard to this particular eu by vote of the 
town, construction was to continue on Central Street, 
from Turnpike Road toward the R.R. Crossing, as far 
as available funds would carry. The. selectmen were 
opposed to resurfacing this stretch of road without. 
first adequately taking care of the drainage. We con- . 
ferred with State officials and late in the summer re- 
ceived approval for the necessary drainage and resur- 
facing work. Due to the hurricane and demands from . 
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the State, it has been impossible to finish it. We sin- 
cerely hope that the people who have been incon- 
venienced will, when this is finished, feel that the 
board has acted for their best interests in taking: care 
‘of this surface drainage. Surface drainage through- 
out the town has become a serious problem. 


W.P.A. Projects have been carried on .as follows: 
Water extension project. 
Improvement to School Yard. 

School House painting. 
-‘Southville Playground (preliminary work). 
Rehabilitation projects (clearing after hurricane). 


The rehabilitation - ‘projects have been of great ben- 
efit to the Town in getting the trees and debris cleared 
away after the hurricane. 


On September 22, the Town was confronted with 
the task of clearing the streets. W.P.A. granted us a 
blanket project and men were put to work on clean- 
ing and clearing and are still on it. At a special meet- 
ing, on September 23rd, the board declared a state of 
emergency existed. 


On recommendation of the tree warden, posters 
were made, declaring the streets unsafe for travel. 
We still have confronting us the problem of stump re- 
moval and disposal. " 


In August $2,300. was received as the Town’ s share 
. of the gas tax.. On September 24th, the Dept. of Pub- 
‘lic Works granted the right to use this money for re- 
habilitation work. A large share of this money. was 
spent in conjunction with the Tree Warden’s Depart- 
menv in getting our trees trimmed. ; 
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The Welfare Board has. cooperated with us in see- 
ing that the wood which has accumulated from this 
project has been distributed where most. needed. 


New traffic regulations have been adopted. Includ- 
cd are stop signs at Willow Bridge, Newton Street, at. 
‘Cozy Corner, and at the junction of Southville Road 
and Route 85, Cordaville Road, at Cordaville. 


We feel that’ somé action should be taken by the 
Town towards having a traffic light installed at the 
junction of Cordaville Road and Main Street. 


On December 12, the board and the officers of the 
Fire Department met with the New England Insur- 
ance Council, who. had made a survey of our Fire - 
Department. 


The Insurance Council made certain recommenda- - 
tions as to new equipment, permanent men, discipline 
in the department, location of the Southville fire house. 
and an alarm system, 


These will be brought uP for consideration at Town 
Meeting. 


During the year,-John Burke was appointed sol- 
diers’ relief agent. This has proved very satisfactory, 
as he has a complete knowledge of the statutes relat- 
ing to veterans. His recommendations are Imcorporal- , 
ed in the annual budget.

Gentlemen: , 


I herewith submit my report for 1938. - 


The affairs of the Department were about the same 
as in previous years until September 21st. The Hur- 
ricane did tremendous damage to our street trees. The 
work of rehabilitation is still going on.and, therefore, 
the final records are not complete. The Tree Warden 
believes that the report on this damage should -be 
compiled and be inserted as a whole, and it is impos- 
sible to submit it this year. In passing, however, the 
W.P.A. has reported to the government that up to 
January 6, 1939, 927 trees over 20 inches in diameter 
and 1,276 trees between 20 inches and 6 inches have 
been removed. This work is far from accomplished. . 

This Department wishes to call to the attention of 
the town the importance of removing and burning or 
else peeling the elm logs and stumps. These are the 
feeding plants for the Elm Bark Beetles, which are 
the known carriers of the dread Dutch Elm disease.’

We herewith submit’ the annual report for this board 
for the year 1938. 


“The tuberculosis school linié made possible by the 


Worcester County Hospital and the State Department 
‘of Health was held September 26th to 28th. There 
were eight children with childhood tuberculosis, one 


with suspected childhood tuberculosis, and twelve with: 


positive skin tests, but negative X-Rays. 


There were two hundred and thirty-one children 
immunized against diphtheria in the annual diphtheria 
prevention clinic held by the State Board of Health. 


One child was given anti-rabies vaccine as provided 
‘under the state law. 


The one patient in the Worcester County Sanatorium 
was discharged in June and for the remainder of the 
year we had no tuberculosis cases hospitalized. 


Three private wells ‘were examined by the State 
Board of Health. One was found to be definitely pol-

luted; in one there was definite possibility of pollu- 
tion; the third was entirely satisfactory. The owners 
- were notified of the findings and recommendations 
made when necessary.

The School Curriculum 


“Duene the past few years, educational research has - 
functioned. in sound curriculum changes. All such 
‘changes are based on a: real social need so far as the 
content of the curriclum is concerned and’ the desir- 
able grade level at which to introduce subject matter ~ 
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so far as the ability and interests of children are con- 
cerned. 


A notable change has occurred both in the organiza- 
: tion and aims in teaching arithmetic. The old curri- 
culum insisted on the teaching of long division in 
Grade four. Actual experience throughout the coun- 
try clearly shows that large numbers of children are 
unable to grasp this subject at the said grade level. 
Furthermore, there is little social need for long divi- 
sion at this level. A second. notable change has moved 
up the burden of teaching fraction from Grade five to 
Grade six. .A third change has eliminated the teach- 
ing of formal arithmetic from Grade one. Experience 
has shown that pupils accomplish as much under this 
_ plan as under the old and that the attitude of the slow 
pupils toward the subject is improved. This change 
also has enabled greater emphasis to be laid on read- 
ing and the social studies. 


In Southborough, we have been using an arithmetic 
adopted ten.years ago and organized under the old 
plan. .The course of study prepared by the Common- 
wealth follows the new trend. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary for teachers in all grades where textbooks are 
used to improvise much of the materials in arithmetic. 
This practice results in considerable unnecessary work 
for both teacher and pupil and mouseauent loss of time 
for instruction. 


tis recommended, therefore, that new arithmetics 
be purchased for grades four to six at the earliest 
time..- 
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foie Recah ie fe Class A High Schools. 


The State Department of Education, through ‘its 
Supervisor of Secondary Education, annually asks re- 
ports on the organization and administration of the 
high schools of the Commonwealth. This is for the 
purpose of determining whether the high schools are 
maintaining a curriculum in conformity with the State 
law and regulations of the Department of Education 
and a teaching force adequate to efficiently accom- 
plish the aims set forth. 


“To all ‘schools conforming to the requirements of - 
the law and the regulations of the Pepariment a Class . 
‘A certificate is granted. 


The Supervisor of Second Education has recently 
called my: attention to the fact that the teaching load 
of the principal of the High School and of one instruct- 
or is heavier than he can approve.. He requests that 
the School Committee give this matter their careful 
consideration. I recommend that one additional in- 
structor, preferably a man, be employed, his services 
to begin in September. He should have a background 
of experience and training in physical education and 
be prepared to teach arithmetic, general science, and 
possibly one of the Social Studies. 


If this change is made we will conform wholly with » 
.requirements set up by the Department and continue 
without: question to enjoy a Class A rating. 


_ Your attention is called to the reports of the School 
Nurse, the Principal of the High School, the Super- 
visor of Drawing, and the Supervisor of Music. 
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In conelusion, please accept my thanks for your co- 
operation. ‘I wish also to express my thanks to the 
members of the teaching staff for their splendid atti- 
tude and.the excellence of their teaching. . -

Dear Sir: 


I herewith subfit my annual report as Art Super- 


visor of the Southborough Public. Schools. . 


The art program has been followed much as. out- 
lined in previous reports. The fundamentals must be 
taught each year with a variation in presentation. 


The program includes the study and application of 


color and design in relation to problems in every day 
life; seasonal, construction; and poster. work, sand 
tables, art appreciation, and integration with other 
school subujects. 


To illustrate a number of the above mentioned 
points: The home plays such a vital part in the life 
of humans that it seems advisable to spend some time 
on the study of the interior and exterior. We observe 
ways to make our, homes attractive within and. without. 
With the current interest in this problem it is not diffi- 
cult to find excellent material to help us in this study. 
The children use their reference material and their 


own ideas to make attractive sketches of their own or 
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imaginery homes. In the lower grades we used the 

cut-paper method with many original results. In this 
‘ manner we build a foundation for the advanced work 
in perspective in Junior High. Integrating this with 
the geography and history we study and sketch the 
‘homes of peoples of other lands. This year in one 
' grade we had a sand table PHOWINE a Southern house 
and plahtation life. 


Another interesting project was a peep-show for 
‘the younger children. After each child had chosen a 
story, constructed a suitable background, and made 
the figures, they were arranged in a box. “A small 
- opening was made at one end, from which the story 
was seen in the proper perspective. The intermediate 
group made plans for a stage. Later each child was 
responsible’ for developing a miniature stage from 
these plans. This included the background, scenery, 
properties and figures. It was surprising and gratify- 
ing to see the results. Examples of this project were 
on exhibition at the Public Library. 


For a part of our arb apreciated course we made 
cut-paper pictures of a number of the famous master- 
pieces of art. In conjunction with this we reviewed 
our previous lessons. on color, design, and composi- 
tion. Our finished product illustrated a color har- 
‘mony. > se 


When the hurricane swept through this section of 


the country in the Fall we spent some time on the 
study of trees. Though this can become quite inten- 
sive we only worked on it in relation to its importance 
in this séction: of the country. We integrated this

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with units in n geography in the nature of booklets on 
lumbering. 


It seems spactitel whenever possible to have the 

art work correlate with other subjects in the curricu- 
‘lum, In this way it gives the majority of pupils an 
. Interest in the drawing lesson and is not working sole- 
ly for the talented child. 


In conclusion, may I extend my thanks and appre- 
ciation to the teachers for their hearty. co-operation. 
at all times, to the. Superintendent and School Com- 
mittee for their interest and support, to the Librarian 
and Trustees ‘of the Library for their kindness in giv- 
ing the use of the Library for exhibition purposes, and 
to the Citizens of the Town for making all of the above 
Rosstble, :

There seems to be a definite trend toward health 
interest among pupils and parents. The teachers are 
always health conscious, eager to: teach the impor- 


- tance of health, quick to notice symptoms of ill health 


in any child, for which I am very grateful. If all par- 
ents cooperated to keep their children at home .when 
they have severe head colds, cough, swollen glands 
and rash, there would be much less danger of epi- 
demics. 


Two things we must work to improve are posture 
and teeth. Care of teeth in childhood is a big factor 
toward good health in the adult. 


I wish to express my appreciation of the assistance 
given by the Welfare Board, other organizations and 
persons. Many needy. children have thus benefited 
by glasses, tonsil operations, treatments for ears and 
medications. , 


I also wish to thank the Superintendent, Principals . 
and Teachers for their interest:and cooperation.
